rhoy rilo a OlalMi la Conrt Aakiac Dae 
One Hnndrad Thouaancl Uollara. 

Philadelphia, Sept. no. -In the or- 
phans* court yesterday a p>tition was 
hied by the heirs of Benjamin Fi aiiklin, 
praying that the lum of |!iiii,iiiiO, now 
held by tlie board of city trusts and 
known as tho "Franklin fund,'' be 
turned aver to thi-in, the ground for 
the claim l)eing that ttie provisions of 
Franklin's will are in violatiaa Of fttB 
law and therefore void. 

Under his will, probated in 1790, 
Benjamin Franklin l>equeathed in trust 
to the cities of Philadelphia and Boston 
each the aiim of £1,000 sterling to be in- 
vested in ihe form of loans at S percent, 
interest to "married young artificers" 
not over the age of 2.^, to assist them in 
establishing themselves in business. 
Franklin had in view the accumulation 
of a large fund for the ^urpuse.s speci- 
hed in his will at the expiration of the 
I)eiioil of oiiB hundred years, the re- 
niaiiid r to be reinve.sti'd for another 
one hundred years, the same pro- 
vision . Hpiilyiiig to Boston wd Hua> 

deliihia. 

The first period of or.a hundred years 
having elapsed the city of Boston has 
swollen the nucleus of the 1 f4u,-st to 
about i|400,()0(», but the Philadelphia 
fund has only readied about ,f i0(i,000.
